SECONDLY—We must consider the law to 


Noah, after the deluge. 


In some respects the social position of the 


world immediately after the deluge was simi- 
lar to that which existed in the time of Adam 
and his first children. Noah and his family 
were the only people on the globe, and the rest 
of the earth was, therefore, without an inhabi- 
tant. 
But in very important particulars, 


tho positions of tbe people existing at these | 
two periods of the world, were very different. 
Noah and his descendants, possessed the ad- 
vantages of knowledge and social experience, 
taught by the history of the Antedeluvians. A 
penal code for the postdiluvian would, theres 
fore, be different from a code adapted to man- 
kind in tbe earlier infancy of moral and social 
knowledge. 


God gave to Noah the same command tbat 


he had given to Adam, "be fruitful and multi- 
ply and replenish the earth.' 
Noah might say 


there is no divine law for tbe punishment of 
homicide, but banishment; this, as experience 
has proved, will not do permanently as a rule ; 
violence will increase, and all flesh again will 
perish by a flood. But God anticipates him, 
and delivers tbe law for the infliction of tbe 
death penalty, and gives a promise and an as* 
surance against a second deluge. 


This death penalty now demands our atten- 


tion. It inflicts death both on a man and a 
beast killing a man. .If the command to Noah 
is imperative, universal and perpetual upon all 
generations, we must restore the death penalty 
agaiust beasts as well as against man for hom.N 
icide. The Lord in a subsequent ago, in the 
time of Moses, (Exod. 21:28) re-enacted the 
same law against beasts for homicide; "if an 


'' ox gore a man or a woman that they die, then 
; the in shall bo surely stoned, and his flesh 
; shall not be eaten.'' If the owner knew that 


I tho ox wns accustomed to gore with the horn. 


i iinJ did not keep him in, and tho ox killed a 


! hitman being, both ox and owner were to be 
| put to death. Tho dosigu of the law in slaying 
: the beasb, was partly to create a horror at the 


I idea of sheading human blood. Even a benst 
killing one "in tho image of God," wus to be 
stoned and bis flesh not eaten ; whether he was 
accustomed to goro witb the horn or not; for 
the only difference, (if accustomed to gore with 
the horn and the owner knew it,) was that both 
ox and owner were to be killed. Tho law 
makes no distinction as to tho degree of the 
guilt of a homicide. Murd«r in the first degree, 
wilful, malicious and cruel, and manslaughter, 
in a sudden rencounter in the heat of blood, 
without emeiry, are equally punished with 
death. There is no pardoning power whatever; 
not under the most touching circumstances 
calling for mercy, nor however repentant and 
regenerate the murder may become; man or 
woman, hoy or girl, " whoso sheddeth man's 
blood, by inao shall his blood be shed." It i* 
entirely certain that such a law, suited to the 
moral and social condition of the world, when, 
and for which it was promulgated, would be so 
abhorrent to the moral and intellectual charac- 
ter of the present age, that it would be utterly 
impossible to execute it. And yet, the clergy 
should know, that if they restore the authority 
and obligation of tbe law to Noah, as perpetual 
and irreversible, tbey must take it, as enacted 
by tho Supremo Lawgiver, and they have no 
right to revive it in part and recsind it in part 


That the law was fitted to the moral and 


social state of the age of the world, in the time 
of Noah and <everal centuries afterwards, is 
manifest. The families and tribes ofmenre* 
mained for a very long period nomadic and 
and wandering. A roving, unsettled people 
cannot have prisons. Besides.homicides would 
generally be committed in the heat of blood ; 
and from the want of prisons, the guilty per* 
son, if not punished with death, would soon be 
let loose upon society again. If punished by 
whipping, branding or mutilation, revenges 
would be engendered and perpetuated. Nor 
would people then be accustomed to nice moral 
and intellectual distinctions. But that tbe law 
would not do, for more advanced ages of so- 
ciety, will be evident from the change made in 
tho time of Mosus. 


THE MOSAIC LAW. 


This brings me thirdly to tho Mosaic dispen- 


sation. The superior moral, social and religious 
advantages of the Hebrews under Moses, com- 
pared with those of the nations of former and 
contemporary times, were immense. Accord- 
ingly a new law is given to them adapted to 
their preparations and wants. Criminal hom- 
icide is virtually divided into murder and man- 
slaughter. Wicked kilting with malice pre- 
pense either expressed or implied from the 
nature of tbe deadly instrument used, is pun- 
ished with death. Cities of refuge were pro- 
vided. The manslayer fled to the cities; and 
was entitled to a trial before the congregation 
of the people. At least two witnesses: were 
necessary to convict him. If found guilty of 
murder with malice prepense, he was given up 
to the avenger of blood, and killed 
If found 


guilty of manslaughter or homicide without 
mslice.he was entitled to bis refuge in the eity; 
which he could not leave without being liable 
to death, until the decease of the Jewish High 
Priest, then in office. And there was no par- 
doning power. 


It is alleged that the law of Noah is unirer> 


sal and perpetual, because given to Noah as the 
second progenitor of the whole hutnau family; 
but that the law to Moses was national and 
ceased with the nation. But the witoit \*m*ii 
ftmilf include* all nationt. If, therefore, the 
command to Noah was designed to be univernl 
and perpetual, it indmUd the Jtwitk people.— 
The fact that God altered the law iu the tine 
of Hoee* to adapt his provisions to progressive 
moraLtooial and religious conditions of people, 
or of a aatios, 1* an unanswerable proof t*at 
ketlU »*i*tt*d Ae low of Nook t» As Mmr»*J 
»nd Tftrpetmd.. 
If it be contended that the 


law to Noah Is obligatory, except as modified 
by tbe law to Moses, I assert us nek out, that 
we wonM have no right to alter any part of the 
Mosaic enactments and provisions in regard to 
homicide, whether In reference to the distinc- 
tion* of crime, the cities of refuge, tbe time of 
the confinement within the limit* ef the eity; 
or the frotthat no pardon oonM be granted to 
the*«nfclde. 
'
